United Slates And Britain 
Will Protect Canada 
In Crisis 
WTHE people of a modern 
democracy must be made 
to realize their intimate re- 
sponsibility for advice given on 
international ^ questions," de- 
clared Professor H. N. Field- 
house, of the Department of 
History in the University ol 

Manitoba, In an interview wllh the 
Dally ye.'lerriay. 

"Thn bellicose pacifists, especially In 
Knglish-speaking countries, hnvo •conti- 
nually taken up the paradoxical attitude 
of both urging Great Britain to make a 
stand for pence in world affairs, and at 
'he same lime condemning hor rc-nrm- 
ament, which Is the only means by 
which Great BritaJii can enforce her 
views. The humanitarian liberals de- 
mand world peace, yet advise thblr gov- 
ernment to play the part of Galahad in 
protecting weaker slates. No country 
can play policeman without » Irunch- 
con. 

Liberal allitude in Caiuda 

"The above liberal attitude is parti- 
cularly noticeable In our own country. 
The minority of exlrcmlsls, of cither 
wing, alone have a straight-forward 
policy. The Tmporialista declare blunt- 
ly: "We're in when Britain's in." The 
Canadliui isolationists, while not mak- 
ing a virtue of an accident of rature, 
claim that Canada's gr'ographlcal posi- 
tion enables her to disarm completely 
and remain neutral in all world, and 
especially Old World quarrels. The 
United States and Great Britain arc 
virtually forced to protect us in cose 
wo are attacked. But the great major- 
ity, the so-caliod League of Nations 
Hupporicrs, continually advise Britain 
to back the League of Nations to the 
:2iUt,^ but have no intention what.socver 
of permitting Canada to lend military 
aid to Britain in her championship of 
the League. Krankly, this view seems 
to me to be utterly Immoral. 

"In Britain, in America, and in Ihc 
Dominions," .Mr. Fieldhousc said, "the 
average person, Ihoush ostensibly' a 
supporter of the League,* is really a 
'peace at any price' man. The Idea of 
his country going to war in defense of 
the League and its .sanctions is abhor- 
rent to him. ,\ll people who honestly 
desire peace must realize that it cannot

Rccciil Invc6ligniiuii In 
Field of Astronomy 

"ReCenl Invr.ttisatlons nf I he Milky 
Way" was the subject of n .Mpeeili 
given on Priday evening iil the ineeling 
of the nox.nl Astronomical Society. The 
opeakei- was Dr, A, A'. Douglas, ses- 
.■«loniil lecturer in astrophyalcn i»t Mc- 
0111. who gave a short history of astro- 
nomical study ,iml tlirn proceerled lo 
ill.ictiss the ntofct Inleicstiiig of recent 
nclilevcments in this brunch of science. 

With the iiilroilnclloii of photographie 
records in astronomy It lias been pos- 
sible to ni.ip the dlslrtlnillon of the stars 
in the galaxy, and H Is found that they 
occupy a thin tense shaped portion of 
space about one hundred tliousnnd light 
years In diameter. The globular dun- 
lers of sliirs are more wlilrly distrl- 
hutcil urountl the nucleus of the galaxy, 
and the (llatahcca of these were obtained 
by Prof. Schapley, director of Harvaird 
Univeraily. who palntc<] lo our galaiy 
as being mtich larger than any of the 
others known In n.stronomerii. 

Dr. Douglas supplomcnted her lecture 
with some photographs of portions of 
tho Milky Way, which were made with 
an exposure of three to'fiv* hours with 
the camera 'mounted In such a way to 
enable it to move to correct the earth'a 
rotation, 

R, F, Hnli, President of llie Royal 
Astronomical Society of Canada, waa In 
the chair, and he annouiicod that there 
will be an nppuisc of the moon on 
December 'i'th, that Is, tho moon passes 
into the outer shadow of the earth called 
the penumbra.
